AT CHURCH. 


Three Little Girls 
Left at Home, 
and 
When 
the Pnrents Returned 
They 
Found 
one 
of Them 
Burned to n 
Crisp. 
On Sunday last about 
8 
o'clock 
ono 
of tho most horrible 
occur- 
rences that has ovor 
happened 
in 
this vicinity 
was 
enacted at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Parloy 
Big-lo- w 
of this placo, while thoy wore 
at ohurch, and tho result 
is that 
tlK'jr little eiht year old daughter 
now lies cold 
and stiff in death, 
hor 
body 
burned 
to 
a 
crisp. 
About 1:30 Mr. 
and Mrs. Biglow 
started for church, three 
quarters 
of a mile 
distant, 
leaving their 
two littlo 
daughters, 
aged 
8 and 
10 years respectively, and tho five 
year old daughter of Mr. Wolkor's 
at home. 
After 
the parents 
had 
gono tho 
chile ren 
amused them 
selves in 
different 
ways, finally 
Dora, tho youngest of tho Biglow 
girls put on 
ono of her mother's 
dresses and was playing 
with 
her 
doll near tho firo place, when tho 
doll's 
clothing 
caught 
firo 
and 
while tho littlo girl 
Avas 
attempt- 
ing to extinguish 
the 
flames 
her 
own clothing commenced 
to burn, 
this was not noticed 
however 
un- 
til tho fire roached her tender flesh. 
All tho children mado frantic of-- 
forts to extinguish tho flames 
but 
to no purpose, and finally, frantic 
with pain sho rushed 
out of tho 
houso and ran too and fro on 
tho 
front yard. 
Whon 
Mr. 
Wolkor's 
littlo girl realized 
hor playmatb's 
situation sho ran to tho homo 
of 
Mr. Bingham and knocked at the 
front dobr, but tho 
family 
being 
in tho rear part of tho 
houso, 
and 
not hearing 
her, she 
received 
no 
response, and sho ran on as frst as 
sho could to tho mooting houso, 
about a half a milo distant, and in- 
formed tho parents 
and tho 
con- 
gregation that Dora was burning 
to death. 
In tho mean 
time 
Dora, 
wil d 
with pain, 
had 
rushed 
into tho 
street, across tho road, and throw 
herself into a ditch of wator, 
but 
thorp was not enoughjtoextinguish 
trio" flUmcs,' arfd'TTer s'istoFprocured 
a bucket, 
ran 
to 
her 
side and 
poured wator over 
her, 
but tho 
cruel flames were not extinguished 
until every vestago of clothing had 
been burned from her body. 
After 
the firo had ceased its deadly work 
tho poor littlo thing crawled 
back 
across 
tho 
street, 
and 
into tho 
houso, ana 
whon 
her parents 
ar- 
rived their worst fears wore 
more 
than rerlizcd. 
Thcro 
sho sat 
on 
tho sido of tho bed, perfectly nude 
of clothing, with her skin hanging 
in chared, 
shriveled shreads 
from 
ovory portion 
of tho 
body and 
burned to a crisp. 
Tho only placo on tho body that 
was not burned was a placo on the 
breast about tho size of the hand 
and tho face, which was not burned 
at all. 
This is accounted 
for by 
tho fact that sho was running 
all 
tho time which fanned tho flames 
backward. 
As soon as tho parents 
arrived 
thoy dispatched 
somo 
ono for a 
doctor but it was somo time before 
ono could 
bo found. 
Dr. Porter 
boing out of town. 
Finally 
Dr. 
Boed was found, who hastened 
to 
tho bedside of tho littlo 
sufferer, 
dressed the wounds and 
mado 
tho 
patient as comfortable as possible. 
After tho bandages 
woro 
put 
on, 
and sho was 
placed 
in 
bed 
sho 
seemed to be perfectly easy, except 
every few minuets sho complained 
of pains in tho stomach. 
Sho talked to those around 
her 
bed sido, giving them tho full 
do-tail- s 
of how it occured and also ato 
somo and seemed to be quite cheer- 
ful, realizing yory littlo pain until 
about 10 o'clock p. m. whon sho 
bo-ga- n 
to sink and at 
12 
o'clock 
at 
night her spirit passed away. 
Tho funeral was held at the Lay-to- n 
mooting houso on Tiesday at 
10 o'clock and was largely attend- 
ed 
by sympathetic 
friends. 
Tho 
remains of tho littlo ono were 
in- 
terred in tho Layton burial ground. 
Tho bereaved parents 
have tho 
heart felt sympathy

VIEW. 


This Country Could Act Independently nnd 
Successfully 
In 
Establishing 
Bimetal- 
lism. 
Tho New York Indopondont recently 
published tho views of several lcadinp 
financial writors, both gold (standard 
and freo coinage. 
Among tho articles 
on bimetallism was ono from tho pen 
of William P. St. John, tho successful 
Now York city bank 
president 
and 
financier, who has written somo very 
ablo articles for leading papers from a 
freo silver standpoint. 
This paragraph, 
coming from ono of tho leading bank- 
ers of tho country, is worthy of con- 
sideration: 
"Tho happy achievement 
predicted 
for ideal bimetallism 
would depend 
for its certainty on tho ono indisputa- 
ble fact 
of history, to wit, that tho 
world has novor been afflicted 
with 
too much gold and silver money. 
Tho 
excess of 
tho 
supply 
of gold and 
silver 
over the requirements 
of tho 
arts and Asia would bo without 
em- 
ployment, except as money. 
This ex- 
cess would bo effectually money with- 
out tho coining of it at all, and at tho 
coining price. Tho art3 and Asia would 
bo supplied at tho coining price at min- 
imum. 
Hence, whether a few nations or 
a singlo great nation could achievo tho 
liko result under 
tho law of bimetal- 
lism, adopted 
independently, 
would 
depend on what supply of tho moro 
abundant metal would seek conversion 
into tho monoy at tho coming price. 
If tho 
mints 
of tho 
United 
btates 
offered unlimited 
coinago 
for silver 
into our present 
standard 
silver 
dol- 
lars, while continuing our offer of un- 
limited coinaga for gold at 25.8 grains 
standard to the dollar, gold would, con- 
tinue 
to 
seek 
conversion 
Into the 
money of tho United States for as long 
as tho amount 
of silver 
seeking the 
same was deficient of the aggregato 
In- 
crease of monoy which our people, do- 
mestically, could profitably use." 
President St. John closes his article 
with this declaration: 
"My research of tho esperienco of 
France, of the experlenco of tho Unit- 
ed States, of tho influence of theso ex- 
periences on tho world at large, sat- 
isfy 
mo that conditions 
present and 
seemingly 
prospective warrant an al- 
together accopwUlu achievement of bi- 
metallism independently, 
if 
as 
tho 
law of tho United States. 
I 
verily boliovo that, at least for several 
years to come, tho aggregato sum of 
silver that 
tho outsido world would 
sparo us would bo welcomed into our 
money, tho silver dollars floating by 
certificate as now; that for so long tho 
achievement would 
bo the identity 
of 
our coining prico 
for gold and silver 
with tho world's maikot prico of each; 
that, for so long, 
a dollar's 
worth of 
gold would bo tho gold in a full-weig- 
gold dollar, and a dollar's worth of sil- 
ver 
would 
bo 
the 
silver 
in a 
full-weig- ht 
silver dollar. 
Hence, at least 
for years, 
tho achievement 
would bo 
tho concurrent circulation 
of gold and 
silver money in tho United States."

Valloy, Globo & Northern 
railroad 
was built from the 
Southern 
Pa- 
cific road, at Bowie, into tho county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
district 
oi 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob- 
jective point. 
This road traveiscs 
tho valloy of tho Gila, which 
com- 
prises tho largest and best tract 
of 
agricultural 
land in 
the 
eastern 
part of tho Torritorj'. 
Tho area of the county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 squaro miles. 
It is all 
at an elevation of moro than 
2,500 
feet above sea level, which secures 
it from tho burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in tho lower valleys to the 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, precipitous 
and rug 
god mountain ranges, elevated pla- 
teaus and valleys, 
all 
producing 
nutritious grasses 
fairly 
well 
in 
seasons of average rain fall, and af- 
fording 
good 
pasturage 
for 
a 
reasonable amount of stock. 
Tho agricultural development 
is 
as yot confined to tho rich alluvial 
soils of tho river valleys, as water 
for irrigation is cheaply and 
abun- 
dantly diverted from 
tho running 
streams 
Horo tho proper 
system 
ofwator appropriation 
has 
been 
lollowcd, 
The owners of tho land 
and build and 
own 
tho 
canals that supply their land with 
tho necessary water, 
each 
farmer 
paying his pro rata of tho expenso 
attending the keeping 
up 
of tho 
ditches and distribution 
oi water 
Land and water hero go togcth 
er. 
When one buys a farm 
hero 
ho gets a certain amount ofinterest 
in a dith that supplies his land. 
Tho rango of crops 
includes all 
kinds of small grain, corn and cot- 
ton, Irish and sweet potatoes, and 
all root crops, in 
fact 
everything 
grown in tho most favored spots in 
the temperato zone. 
The capacity 
of our irrigated lands for fruits has 
not 
becii-tcst- 
cd 
except in a desul 
tory way, each 
farmer having 
a 
small general orchard, 
but results 
point to agrcat future for horticul- 
ture. 
Tho pruno, apple, pear and 
peach reach great size and 
perfec- 
tion here. 
The seedlings produced 
seldom fail to equal 
in

quality the grafted varieties. Somo 
of tho scmitropical fruits 
do

doubtful if citrus fruit can bo large- 
ly cultivated.

than

fornia or any other place. 
But we

year 1895 of 54.58 per cent over prices 
ruling in 1873. 
Mr. Sauerbeck's tables 
aro substantiated 
by the tables of the 
London 
Economist, and 
tho general' 
fall in prices in London 
of 
twentv-si- 
x 
of our chief imports, which show" 
ly 
n fall of 88.47 per cent 
for 
tho fiscal year 1895, as compared- - with 
the year 1873. 
"Between 
1850 and 
1873 
the 
labor 
cost of production was 
falling- faster 
than since, but prices were not falling 
they wero rising 
and 
tho 
wage-earn- er 
benefited 
from 
improved 
methods 
of 
production 
in 
higher 
wages. 
Since 
1873 prices have fallen 
almost steadily, and the producer has 
reaped less and less reward for his in- 
dustry. 
Tho only bright spote in our 
industrial history for the past twenty 
years have been when prices wero ris- 
ing consequent upon temporary 
meas- 
ures to enlarge the use of silver. 
"Tho most palpable, but far from tho 
most Injurious effect of falling prices 
consequent

gold has been to double tho burden of 
all debtors and levy a double tax oa 
all production.

rifice of commodities to pay this debt

As with the Unite 
States, so it is with our railroads and 
other debtors." 
These facts cannot bo successfully 
controverted. 
Tho rise in gold has 
caused lower prices, and lower prices 
mean bankruptcy 
to debtors, ruin to 
producers, idleness, lower wages and 
distress among toilers.

Ameri- 
can says: 
"Tho 
silver 
tisinjj 
countries 
aro 
placed at a great advantage 
in compe- 
tition 
with 
us, for they havo boen 
working 
on a stable 
standard 
and 
havo had no disturbance 
of wages or 
prices. 
With what tvo look upon as a. 
fall in silver, prices and wages havo 
not advanced in silver-usin- g 
countries, 
while with what thoy look upon as an 
appreciation of gold, prices and wages 
havo not fallen in gold-usin- 
g 
countries 
proportionately. 
The difference 
bo- 
tween this depreciation in silver and 
the 
fall in our wages and prices is 
their profit in selling to us. 
To meet 
this competition Is impossible, for wo 
aro handicapped with taxes and fixed 
charges, payable in gold, and cannot 
reduce the pay of our 
wage-earne- 
rs 
without reducing oar plane of civiliza- 
tion. 
"This leads to increased competition 
for onr markets from European manu- 
facturers, who, no longer able to dis- 
pose of their manufactured 
products 
to

countries, seek an out- 
let in tho only remaining market too 
United States."
